This, conforming to the general policy 
at all time, will release the heavier 
weights for export, and at the same 
time supply the home markets with 
normal quantities. 

Hotels, restaurants, boarding houses 
catering to 25 or more people and ail 
public eating places are released by 
Dr. Soule’s order from the former re- 
striction and beef may be used at meals

STATE'S FINANCES 


Chief Executive Lays Prob- 
lem of Threatened Defi- 
ciency Before Legislature 
in Message Delivered on 
Sdturday. : 
SITUATION THREATENS 
$3,701,372. DEFICIT 


Governor Is Opposed:to the 
Passage of Lavish Expen- 
diture Bills on Prospects 
for Future Developments 
for Income. 


In a message delivered to the general 
assembly on Saturday morning, Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsev draws attention 
in no uncertain larniguage to the econdi- 
tion of, the state’s finances. He also 
urges highway legislation that will. 
make it possible+for Georgia to avail 
herself of the federal aid for road 
building. He further deala vigorously 
with the matter of proper legistation 
for the control of viggs. Borsa 
: for the years 10914,; 
1915, 1916, 1917 and 1918. the povernor 
reviews the present status of the ge.- 
eral appropriations bill, passéd by the 
house last Monday, and the anticipated 
income for the coming year. These 
figures show that at the close of 1919, 
unless there is @ change in plans, there 
will be a deficiency in the state’s finan- 
cial sheet of $3,701,372.44. 

The deficiency at the cloge of 1918, he 
states, will show $1.638,608,99, and, in 
referring to the situation, the Zovernor 
says: | 

“This is large enough and should 
not, it is respectfully submitted, be 
materially increased at this present 
session. To further permit this condi- 
tion to exist is unbusinesslike, but to 
add materially to the deficit would 
spell inefficiency in capital letters. I 
cannot believe. until it is am accom- 
plished fact. that you afte willing to 
permit this.” 


Special Session Prospects. 


Referring further to the expectations 
of an extraordinary session on the part 
of many of the legislators, at which 
time the lavish expenditure, it is pro- 
posed, will be provided for, the gov- 
ernor says: 


“There is little reason to expect that 
a body which has so. consistently re- 
jected all proposals for increasing the 
state’s revenue at its regular session 
would entertain different views at any 
extraordinary session. but it is respect- 
fully submitted that for mo reason im- 
aginadle can it be either wise or hon- 
est to dispose of this matter by the 
passage of a bill tmposing wpon the 
statehouse officers who are chargeable 
with financing the state the impossi- 
bility of paying money appropriated 
where no adeauate revenue for that 
purpose is provided.”

Love Letters Will

Story of Elgin Stewart’s Al- 
leged Infatuation for Mrs.

The ease of J. L. Gibson, who shot 
and killed Elgin Stewart last Sunday 
afternoon on Pryor street, will be call-

Although counsel for Gibson refused

GERMAN FORCES 
IN BAD SITUATION. 

When the situation is studied on & 
map it can be seen that the Germans 
are in a serious position east of Mont- 
didier, The allies have\closed in on 
Chaulpes and have had the railroad 
junction south of that town under ar- 
tillery fire for two days. If Chaulnes 
is lost to the Germans ,they will be 
'foreed to make a long, perilous march 
eastward over country roads toward 


Noyon. The rapid progress of the 
French below Montdidier has placed 


jeven this road under fire and made it 


almost impossible as an avenue of 
escape for the harassed enemy. ; 

In the center. the Germans are report- 
ed to be in full retreat. Allied airmen 
to have seen roads filled with German 
motor lorries and have been active in 
bombing lines of transports. The 
bridges of the Somme river south of 
Peronne are under fire and the one 
at Peronne is reported to have been 
broken. This will throw new compli- 
cations in the German high command's 
‘task of extricating its shattered arm- 
ies from the field where they have 
been defeated. 


GERMAN LINES 
BARE OF TROOPS. 

It now appears that the German lines 
in Picardy must have been stripped 
when Crown Prince Rupprecht sent 
troops to the rescue of the German 
crown prince’s armies south of the 
Aisne three weeks ago. Paris news- 
papers remark on the fact that the 
captives taken are. for the most part, 
rather old, and it is thought that they 
are members of reserve divisions. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht, however, is 
known to have a iarge number of 
splendid troops, which will probably 
be thrown into battle at once. So far, 
only two of these divisions have come 
into contact with the allies. but they 
have been unable to check the onrush 
of the victorious armies of Haig and 
Debeny. 

It is hinted by Paris that the num- 
ber of prisoners exceeds by far the fig- 
ures given out in the official state- 
ments. Two divisional headquarters, 
with their staffs. are said to have been 
taken. The guns and war materials 
lost by the enemy constitute a very 
heavy loss. 


LITTLE FIGHTING 
ON VESLE RIVER. 


Since the American forces occupied 
Fismette. the northern suburb of 
Fismes, on the Vesle. there have been 
no reports of further attacks in that 
region. It is believed, however, that 
the allies there are gatheri them- 
selves for a new assault which may 
have its effect on the great battle go- 
ing on further north.

FRENCH PATROLS 
ENTER CHAULNES, 
| BIG GERMAN CENTER 


With the French Army in France, 
August 10.—(Havas.) -— French pa- 
trols are in the Chaulneas, the principal 
railway center of the Germans west 
of the Somme river. Many thousands 


of prisoners were taken when Mont- 
didier was captured. 

The attack launched by the French 
south of Montdidier this morning 
was an exact reproduction of the 
military maneuver which brought 
about the recapture of Chateau 
Thierry on July 21. General Deb- 
eney struck the Germans from Ayen- 
court southeastwardly toward the 
Oise and succeeded in carrying our 
front to a point three kilometers east 
of Montdidier. At that time the French 
front extended from Faverolles to As- 
sainvillers. Montdidier thus was sur- 
rounded on three sides, the west, south 
and east. 


Narrow Exit for Germans. 


The enémy retains only one narrow 
means of exit. This is along the road 
running from Montdidier to Berquigny, 
to the northeastward. His retreat along 
this line has become extremely dif- 
ficult and hazardous, as the road is un- 
der a cross fire from the French can- 
non at Davenescourt and Faverolles. 

The Germans at Montdidier were 
caught between the jaws of a vise. 
Converging attacks from the north 
yesterday and from the south this 
morning had succeeded in virtually en- 
circling the town. 

They had also rendered useless to the 
Germans the Montdidier-Chaulnes rail- 
way, which was the only line feeding 
the front at the bottom of the Mont- 
didier pocket. The forces remaining 
there were in danger of not getting out 
without heavy losses. 

The booty taken during the past two 
days has been so large that it has not 
been possible to make an inventory of 
it az yet. 

It includes an enormous amount of 
shells of all calibers and arms of all 
descriptions. 

Wounded Men Radiant. 

The attack extended to the east- 
ward this morning, wing an unexpect- 
ed development in the ench partici- 
pation in the. battle. The wounded 
men coming. back from the front are 
radiant with enthusiasm, shouting to 
their comrades, “the Boche is on the 
run.” 

The French have captured twenty- 
ene cannon since last night. including 
eix elght-ipeh guns at La Neuville-8Sur- 
Ressons. e rmans had moved the 
most of their heavy guns to the rear 
and defended their positions at Mont- 
didier principally with machine guns.

. ‘Great Secreey Maintained. 

Because the allies gained all their 
objectives, it is possible the enemy 
does not know where he was beaten by 
the British and French. It fa, there- 
fore, inadvisable to disclose exactly 
where the allies are operating. It 
may be said, however, that the British 
infantry and tanks reached the points 
they intended to attain and this morn- 
ing they are holding consolidated lines 
along the front. 

The allied forces captured many 
towns, a large quantity of material 
and a complete German divisional 
headquarters and staff.. This head- 
quarters was captured at Lihons. 

The number of prisoners: this morn- 
ing is close to 25,000.

145 Illicit Stills 
Captured in Month - 
By Revenue Agents 


The office of United States Reve- 
nue Agent D, J. Gantt has completed 
a&@ report on the number of still cap- 
tured during the month of July, 1918. 


This report shows 69 distilleries and 
76 stills captured during the month, 
or a total of 146 stills and distilleries. 
Twenty-nine arrests were made and 
145 requests for prosecution made. 
This report isn’t as large as some of 
the past, due to the fact that the offi- 
cers are not able to work more than 
twenty days during the month on ac. 
count of the increased expense of get-+ 
ting about, which exhausts their ex- 
pense account before the month is 
gone. 

Mr. Gantt states that the cost of 
conveyances has advanced so that it 
requires at least $15 per day for a man 
to travel all the time, and since they 
are allowed only so much for expenses 
it has been necessary for the men to 
come in about the 20th of the month. 
He has asked for the purehase of au- 
tomobiles in order thet. the men may 
not be dependent on livery hire alone. 

For the first’ ten’ days of August 
there have been captured 28 stills and 
14 distilleries. Five arrests have been 
made-and 54 requests for prosecution 
made.. One hundred and ninéty-five 
gallons of moonshine whisky have 
been confiscated. |

GOVERNMENT DEMANDS 
STILL RULE COTTON GOODS 


New York, August 10.—The cotton goods 
trade is adjusting itself to the new re- 
quirements of price fixing by the govern- 
ment. The volume of government busi- 
ness in hand and in sight continue very 
large and is the dominating force in the 
demand. More and more it becomes clear 
that ctvilian requirements will have to be 
cut down sharply, otherwise shortage will 
become very marked in the next year. New 
prices were announced on ginghams, hose 
and belting duck and some lines of twills, 
jeans and print cloths during the week, 
and further government and trade confer- 
ences are on for the purpose of fixing 
prices on blankets, napped cottons, colored 
cottons and cotton yarns. JSbbers and re- 


tailers are buying sparingly and mills are, Was inactive. Prime crude, 


not inclined to add much to their already 
large commitments until the price-fixing 
plans are in better working order. Some 
bag manufacturers, printers and other 
large users of gray cloths and sheetings 
are buying where they can for future de- 
livery, but operations are limited, as’ mills 
prefer to wait. A leading western jobber 
has priced spot merchandise in keeping 
with the values named on domestic cottons 
by the government for primary distribu- 
tion and it is believed that others will soon 
fall in line. Retailers bought liberally in 
anticipation of the rise that took place in 
the first halif of the year and are gen- 
erally well supplied or have good orders 
booked. The matter of delivery becomes 
more and more bound up with war needs 
and war time conditions. Mills continue to 
complain of a iack of ability to maintain 
@® capacity output. Prices quoted are as 
follows, many of them purely nominal:.

New York, August 10.—There was in- 
creasing ivity and strength in the 
cotton market today and a further sen- 
sational ‘advance in prices, with Octo- 
ber selling at 30.42, or $6.20 per bale 
above the closing price of yesterday. 
This made an advance of 290 points 
from the low level of last Thursday, 
but realizing sales were readily absorb- 
ed and October closed at 30.35, with 
the general list closing strong at a net 
advance of 109 to 117 points. 

The favorable war news seemed to 
be exercising an increased influence, 
and was considered largely responsible 
for the eyes demand reported 
around the ring. omment was more 
or less general on. the floor that a con- 
tinuation of the big allied drives might 
bring peace into sight before the end 
of another season, and the situation in 
this respect evidently served to stimu- 
late buying on the continued drouth 
in the southwest; however, Texas spot 
markets, as reported late yesterday 
and reports of a better export busi- 
ness in cotton goods. e market 
opened firm at an advance of 24 to 38 
points. There was moderate realizing 
and some little selling for southern ac- 
count at the start, but these offerings 
were quickly absorbed and the advance 
soon became excited. People who had 
sold for a reaction earlier in the week 
were big buyers to cover, and there 
was trade buying of October as well as 
an increasing demand from commission 
houses. Stop orders were uncovered as 
the market sold through the long 
talked-of 30-cent level for October wtih 
Wall street houses particularly active 
buyers.

Scarcity of Buyers, Success 
of Allies and Car Shortage 
Are All Factors : in the 
Drop. 


Chicago, August 10.—Pronounced 
setbacks in the price of corn resulted 
today from excellent weather condi- 
tions and from the allied victories in 
France.

tures were of a seasonable character. 

Throughout the day also continuous 
bulletins, which announced success 
after suceess for the allies, tended to 
make buyers scarce, and to emphasize 
bearish sentiment. 

On the other hand, car shortage 
complaints attracted considerable at- 
tention and so too did the smallness 
of receipta, here. Rallies, however, 
were due more to week-end evening 
up by shorts than to any other factor, 
and proved to be of no lasting effect. 

Liberal receipts and expected deliv- 
eries on contracts weakened oats. Ar- 
rivals for the week were nearly double 
the corresponding total last year. Ex- 
port demand was lacking. 

Strength in the hog market gave 
provisions a lift. Some buying of lard 
was ascribed to packers.

Trust Giving Up Fight Al- 
most Instantly Was Big- 
gest Surprise of the Week 
in Finance. 


New York, August 10.—(Special.)— 
Wall street was wholly unprepared for 
this week’s announcement from Wash- 
ington that the Harvester trust, after 
six. years of battling against the Sher- 
man jaw, had given up the fight and 
had agreed to immediate dissolution. 

When this country went to war with 
Germany in April of 1917 a dozen im- 
portant government dissolution suite 
against large corporations were pend- 
ing. But it was soon realized that 
practically all of the corporations 
whose legal right to existence had thus 
been attacked, were engaged in war- 
essential industries. 

To secure the greatest ssible out- 
put of the various commodities needed 
and also to avoid disturbance of confi- 
dence in the money and investment 
markets, the government, months and 
months ago allowed it to become 
known that as long as the war lastea 
the dissolution cases would not be 
pressed. 

Having such assurances of a respite, 
the feeling rapidly grew in financial 
circles that because of the need of 
large corporations in the world-wide 
struggle for international trade to fol- 
low the war, the days of the Sherman 
anti-trust law were numbered. 


Trust Surrenders. 


But, instead of that expected solu- 
tion, the announcement is now made 
that the Harvester trust, without even 
waiting for its appeal to be argued be- 
fore the supreme court, surrenders. 

Suit was brought against the Inter- 
national Harvester company in the 
lower United States court back in 1912,

returned. While President Clevelan 

was in office. that is until March of 
1897, there were only two indictments. 
Under President McKinley, from 1897 
to 1901, as one critic of that period re- 
marked, “the attention of the country 
seems to have been fixed rather upon 
sowing.the seeds of monoply than upon 
any attempt to prepare the soil for a 
more healthy industrial crop.” It was 
during that period that the Steel oor- 
poration and other large compinations 
now being attacked were formed. 

It was President Roosevelt who drag- 
ged the Sherman law from the _ top 
shelf of the closet. dusted it, and in- 
sisted that it be enforced. Between 
1901 and 1909 no less than twenty-five 
indictments were returned. President 
Taft was even more active. Under hig 
four years, only half of Roosevelt's 
term, no less than twenty indictments 
were returned. 

Cased Decided. 

Some of these cases, Northern Se- 
curities, American Tobacco, Standard 
Oil, Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific, already have been decided by the 
supreme court. New Haven’s case, 
like that of International Harvester, 
was settled out of court by agreement. 
And in each case it has become less 
difficult for the company sued to come 
within the law. Take that of the St 
Louis Terminal company. The de- 
cision handed down by the supreme 
court in that case was a victory for 
the company, which owned all of the 

proaches to St. Louis, a victory for 
the railroads .which had been shut out 
and wanted to come in, and a victory! 
for the people in that the economic 
waste in bui ae new bridges and fer- 
ries was avoided. " 

In short, after twenty-eight years 
of torturous traveling, at last we ap- 
pear to be arriving at a point where 
discovery is being made, slowly, that 
the object of the Sherman anti-trust 
law is not to destroy big business per 
se, but to safeguard what might be 
called the democracy of business. An 
individual who creates and builds up 
a big business, such as Henry Ford, 
for example, can go on violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. But the very 
minute the American citizen who has 
established a business begins to go out 
and buy up and merge outside plants, 
then it is time to look sharp, because 
then he ig running afoul of the Sher- 
man law. > o> me

MOTOR TRUCKS TO GET 
FIRST GASOLINE CALL 


Both motor truck and passenger car 
drivers should practice utmost acono- 
my in gasoline use, but if the gov- 


ernment should be compelled, through 
a shortage of gasoline, to restrict the 
use of gasoline the passenger car 
would be the first affected, while it is 
doubtful if the motor truck would be 
restricted at all, according to Mr. M. 
L. Pulcher; vice pee ir and general 
manager of the deral Motor Truck 
company, of Detroit. 

“The recently cenisbinned output of 
high-grade oil fields and development 
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of the cracking process hag helped the 
gasoline situation, and it will be fur- 
ther alleviated in the near future 
through the restrictions, either direct 
or indirect, on motor car manufac- 
ture,” says Mr. Pulcher., 

“It should be fully understood by 
motor cars and motor boats that gov- 
ernmental restrictions are not expect- 
ed, and in any case are very remote. 
In respect to — the government has 
just issued a bulletin which says: 

“ Wp to the present time there has 
been cufficient supply of gasoline to 
meet all requirements, but in order 
to be prepared for any shortage, 
should it arise, er are being con- 
sidered by the oil division of the fuel 
administration, in co-operation with 
the automobile industry and the na- 
tional petroleum war wervice commit- 
tee for the purpose of determining the 
most satisfactory method of gasoline 
conservation. 

“Tt is not expected in any event that 
it will be necessary to restrict normal 
mae os te tl for freight vehicles, and 
provided there is a reasonable con- 


servation by all concerned, it may not’ 


be necessary to seriously interfere 
with pleasure cars and motor boats. 

“It must be borne in mind, however, 
that: the paramount use for gasoline 
is for war purposes, all of which ‘te- 
quirements will. be supplied. The vol- 
ume of this will largely govern the 
situation. 

“It seems possible that rational con- 
servation by the public will render 
government action unnecessary. 

“The production of gasoline in 1917 
was 65,000,000 barrels, 42 gallons each, 
2,730, 000, 000 gallons. The first 
quarter of 1918, production was 17,- 
884,000 barrels as against 13,700, 000 
barrels of the same period of 1917, On 
April 1 there were 525,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline in storage,

No Real Egg Substitute. 


The eg& is the most widely used 
food known to the human face. As 
roduiced by nature, the egg its a per- 
act source of nutrition, with no waste 
hafmful constituents, and is a food 
very appetizing and delicate flavor. 
With the rather recent incfease in 
rices, there have been some 60- 
“egg substitutes” appearing on 

the markets. Practically all of the 
materials sold under that guise con- 
sist of baking powder mixed with a 
little starchy material or powdered 
milk, and some kind of a powerful 
yellow dye. These preparations do not 
contain substitutes for nutritive ele- 
ments of the oge. and are not entitled, 
theresors,, te e called “egg substi- 
re eir action is simply to give 
cakes atid pastry the apparent texture 
and color given by eggs-—that is, to 
make the foods appear to be what 
they are not, or, in present day _ lan- 
guage, the action is pure camouflage. 
Some of these imitation substitutes 
are advertised under misleading state- 
ments which hope to create a false im- 
pression of their value, such as, “Half 
the eggs ih any recipe may be replaced 
by the use of one teaspoonful of “sub- 
itute’ for each of omitted, without 
mpairing the quality of the finished 
article.”

allowance must be made”

or 8. Then some seed will be cov- 
ered too deeply and some not Baaniy 
enough, and unless the séed be drilled 
to even depth, some allowance must also 
be made for this. Ose planted too 
deéply may hot reach the surface and 
those too shallow, are more likely to 
die before getting well rooted. If 
conditions wefe perfect and every seed 
grew, from four to six pounds of seed 
would be sufficient per acre: the wri- 
ter has seen fair stands obtained from 
the use of eight pounds ofi river bot-‘ 
tom lands of the middle west. 
However, as ¢onditions are not al- 
ways ideal and 4s allowances must be 
made as above noted, not less than 18 
to 20 potunds should ordinarily be sown 
and many fafmers use 25 to 30 pounds 
thinking it better to have an excess 
than too few, and é6specially after going 
to the expense of putting in the lime 
and other things nested to get the 
crop started. In our last stiecessful 
seeding we noted little difference from 
use of 165, 22% and 80 pounds of seed 


per acres. 
Depth of Seeding. 


In seeding, it is well to teméember 
that alfalfa seed.being sitiall must not 
be planted deeply, as the seedling is 
weak and cannot penetrate much soil, 
nor will it break much of a crust after 
coming from any depth; on the other 
hand if too hear the surface, the soil 
may ory out and leave it without a 
root hold. The wy medium is ob- 
tained by covering the seed with some 
light implement; we prefer for this 
purpose the Acme harrow, which stirs 
évery particle of soil, covering nearl 
évery séed, btit which does hot wor 
deep into the soil. Disc harrows or g#ée- 
whiz harrows work most too deeply 
unless ground is hard and a smoothing 
or spike tooth does not move all of 
the dirt, and a brush d66s not usally 
go quite deeply enough. A Planet, dJr., 
with small scrapes on the five feet will 
do fair work, but hot equal to that of 
an Acie harrow. We have drilled. the 
seed with a thre@-hole Cole. dafill, but 
it seeds rather unevenly owing to the 
sinallness of the seed; in broadcasting 
somé type of broadcast seeder must be 
used to do even work; good hand-work 
with small seed is generally difficult 


to do. 
Cost of Seeding Alfalfa. 


Thé cost of seeding alfalfa will vary in 
each individual case, but it is gee 
high in any case, and this is why 80 
many hesitate to attempt gfowing the 
cfop.. Supposé that it is to follow peas 
and that the peas are to turned un- 
der, and let us ifore all former cost 
of bringing up the land to good atate 
of fertility.

My favorite wav to economize in the 
use of méat is to get half a pound of 
round or chuck steak—the last time it 
cost 20 cents. 

First. if I have no left-over cooked 
potatoes I pare and cut in half-inch 
cubes three white potatoes, or enough 
to make three cupfuls when cubed. 

Next I wash the steak. I always 
wash off quickly in cold water all fresh 
meat and hack it thoroughly criss-cross 
every way, on both sides, with a sharp 
knife, and cut into eight or nine little 
pieces, then I light the gas and put 
the frying pan over it. with shorten- 
ing the size of an egg, or four level 
tablespoonfuls. if oil. is used, to heat 
while I flour the bifg of steak very 
generously; drop them into the hot fat, 
browning them on both sides and salt- 
ing and peppering them, after which all 
are heaped to one side of the pan while 
the potatoes and an extra tablespoon- 
ful of flour are browned on the other 
side with them, adding water as much

Whether the war ends now, or many years to come, there is never a 
time when the welfare of the child in any community should be overlooked. 
Georgia has no cinch on the superior health of her children-any more than! 
any other states—that proven when she lost three thousand five hundred last 


year. 


So the time is here to act in the intertst of the child. A plan has been 
devised, and any county in the state which has not begun its plan to save 
its children is not only behind the time and branding itself ignorant of condi- 
tions surrounding it, but failing to do its part in the war program. 


The Mother and the Mending. 


In the “eternal fitness of things,” even in the war crisis, there are certain 
things that women will not be excused from doing. Many places, left vacant 
by men doing war duty, have opened new fields of occupation for women, and 
the labor adjustment, now being fostered by the United:States Employment 
Service, will open many more opportunities to them. But no matter how 
many new responsibilities are thrust upon them or willingly assumed by 
them, there are the little things that women have always done with their 
fingers they will have to keep on doing, and One of these is the family mend- 
ing—and additionally the mending for the soldiers and sailors. 
matter that the laws of government or state decide, but it is one of those 
unwritten laws of tradition and ethics, which in a nation of strong men and 


gentle women will always prtvail. 


Bringing the subject down to a trivial basis, what would the average man, 
young or old, look like, sitting down darning his socks or mending his coat 
if there was a self-respecting woman in the community who could do such 


work? 


This war has united the men and women of the nation into one-big fam- 
ily, with everybody in it, supposedly willingly to do his and her part, for the 
men and boys who are fighting for the honor and freedom of the family. 

When, therefore, the government saw that the family mending was 
needed, that the soldier boys going into the camps needed clothing faster 
than the.manufacturer could make them, an appeal was made to the great

THE WORK 
IN GEORGIA. 


“As the campaign for enrollment 
does not close until August 11 I have 
not yet had full reports from the 
chairmen in the counties of Georgia 
who have been asked to enroll stu- 
dent nurses. 

“Our quota to raise is 375,” stated 
Mrs. Inman Friday when asked about 
Georgia’s enrollment. 

“As far back as five weeks ago I 
began sending notices and literature 
to the chairmen of county units, 
Council of Defense, pertaining to their 
obligation to enroll student nurses. 
The daily and weekly newspapers of 
Georgia have fully exploited the sub- 
ject of the student nurses movement, 
and no one reading a paper or maga- 
zine either north or south can fail to 
understand the importance of the 
movement, yet letters, phone mes- 
sages and telegrams coming to me 
the last few days of the campaign 
for enroliment indicate that the en- 
rollment has not taken place in some 
parts of the state. Several county 
defense chairmen have either failed to 
interest themselves in the enroliment, 
or on leaving home for the summer 
have left no one in their places to do

Conservation and 
The Red Cross. 


A new department of the American 
Red Cross is the bureau of conserva- 
tion. It is officially announced in The 
Red Cross Bulletin that the Red Cross 
bureau of conservation has been es- 
tablished under the department of de- 
velopment, and will begin its activities 
at once. Robert L. Raymond, of Bos- 
ton, who has been appointed director 
of the bureau, arrived in Washington 
last week, to take up his duties at na- 
tional headquarters. 

Mr. Raymond ts an attorney, and was 
for several months field director of the 
Red Cross at Camp Devens, and later 
was connected with the conservation 


‘and reclamation division of the quar- 


termaster’s corps. He will devote all 


of his time to the new position and will’ 


serve without compensation. 

This new bureau of the Red Cross, 
which promises to develop a country- 
wide work of great importance, was 
created at the request of Bernard M. 
Baruch, chairman of the war industries 
board. The work to be undertaken is 
intended to supplement the activities 
of the conservation division of the war 
industries board. The functions of the 
bureau will consist in collecting, 
through the various Red Cross chap- 
ters, certain materials specified by the 
war industries board, to be sold after 
collection for essential government 
uses, and in educating the millions of 
Red Cross members to the principles 
underlying conservation. 

Materials for War Purposes. 

A very important part of the work 
of the war industries board relates to 
the conservation of materials necessary 
for direct use for war purposes. It is 
expected that such work will increase 
both in respect to the number of ma- 
terials necessary to be conserved and in 
importance as @ war measure. *In order 
that such conservation may be a ya- 
tion-wide affair, it will be necessary in 
many instances to reach the people in 


all parts. of the country as directly as 
possible.

Work of 
Floyd County Women. 


While the women of Rome organized 
under the Woman’s committee, Council 
of National Defense, Georgia division, 
over a year ago, the organization of 
the Floyd County unft, Council of De- 
fense, which includes the Rome unit, 
did not formally organize until two 
months ago, and since that time much 
practical work has been accomplished, 

Mrs. Toule White, chairman of the 
Floyd county unit, in a verbal report of 
her work, which she made to Mrs. 
Samuel Inman, state chairman, at a 
meeting held in Rome Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, described the complete organ- 
ization of the county unit in the ap- 
poitntment of sixteen chairmen to cor- 
respond with the militia districts of the 
county, these chairman to co-ordinate 
the defense work the women are doirg 
in each district and to make record and 
report of it. 

These chairmen were present at the 
tractor meeting which was held in 
Rome Wednesday morning under the 
auspices of the Georgia Council of 
Defense, and were addressed in the aft- 
ernoon by Mrs. Inman,:#when at a most 
representative gathering of women the 
heads of all the women’s organizations 
in the county were present.

'. Users Going to War 


T. B. Lewis, who travels middle and 
north Georgia for the Capital City 
Tobacco company, was in Atlanta Sat- 
urday, and he states that in all. sec- 
tions covered by him crop conditions 
are excellent. He believes that the 
crops are practically made, and that 
neither drouth or excessive rains will 
now be likely to cause much damage.

For Exhaustive Study of Ma- 
terials Useful for Bread 
and Crackers.

When the food administration some 


time ago put into effect the rule re- 
quiring the wse of a certain percentage 
of flour substitutes in the making of 
bakers’ bread, many bakers found con- 


siderable difficulty in adapting them- | 


selves to the new requirement, prin- 
cipally because they did not understand 
how to use the substitutes and ——_— 
good bread. This was especially true 
of the smaller. concerns. 

* Brooks Morgan, president of Frank 
E. Block company, and chairman of 
the baking division of the United States 
food administration, states that plans 
are now under way for the formation 
of an institute of baking by the bakers 
of the country, the institute to be en- 
dowed with a fund of between one and 
two million dollars, and to be in charge 
of a high-class man who is a profes- 
sional baker. 

It is proposed that the fund be in- 
vested in Liberty Bonds,.andithe inter- 
est used for the support of the institute. 

The efforts of those in charge.of the 
institute would be devoted to improv- 
ing baking methods, and making con- 
tinuous and exhaustive studies of the 
different materials which can be used 
for making bread, crackers, etc., in or- 
der to learn how to make the most 
palatable and nutritious bakery prod- 
ucts by their use. It is realized that 
full and complete knowledge on this 
subject would be of immense value in 
the present circumstances, and will be 
yee hardly less value when the war is 

ver. 

It is believed that practically every 
baker in the country will be glad to 
co-operate with the proposed institute, 
in order to obtain the benefit of the 
results obtained from its work.

BREAD FOR SOLDIER 
N AR-TGHT TN 


“Tho bakers of the country are busi- 
ly engaged in making crackers for the 
army,” said Brooks Morgan, president 


of Frank E. Block company, on Wed- 
nesday of the past week. “At the pres- 
ent time they are turning out one and 
a half million tins daily. These tins 
contain about the quantity found in 
the packages that formerly retailed at 
5 cents, but these army crackers are 
and are called 


considerably harder, 
‘hardbread.’ 

“These crackers are put up in tins 
and hermetically sealed, in order to 
prevent them from being ruined by the 
poisonous gas which is sometimes sent 
over the trenches in the localities where 
fighting ocqurs. If bread is left ex- 
posed to this gas, it is quickly spoiled 
—becomes poisonous, in fact—and can- 
not be used. Consequently, in each 
soldier’s kit is placed a tin of this 
‘hardbread,’ a can of beef, a can of 
tomatoes and a can of chocolate. Then, 
in an emergency, when the usual food 
supply cannot reach him for any rea- 
son, he puts the crackers in his skil- 
let, pours the can of tomatoes over 
them and cooks them over a fire; and 
the result is a very palatable and 
wholesome dish. 

‘So you can see that our government 
doesn’t propose to let our boys go hun- 
gry, no matter what the conditions 
are.

“THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


In a clear-cut, vigorous and emphatic 
special message to the general assembly 
yestefday Governor Dorsey put the Georgia 
legislators on notice— : 

First, that to permit this session of the 
legislature to close until providing revenues 
to meet the deficits created by excess ap- 
propriations in 1917 and 1918 would be “un- 
businesslike.” 

Second, that “to add materially to that 
deficit” by the enactment of the house gen- 
eral and special appropriation bills for 1919 
carrying an increase of more than two mil- 
lion dollars over the 1918 appropriations 
would not only be unbusinesslike, but 
would “SPELL INEFFICIENCY IN CAPI- 
TAL LETTERS.” 

Perhaps no governor of Georgia, certain- 
ly in recent years, has had to face such a 
condition as that which the house of rep- 
resentatives has sought to impose upon Gov- 
ernor Dorsey at this session, the impossi- 
bility of paying money appropriated where 
no adequate revenue for that purpose is pro- 
vided. : 

And no governor of Georgia has ever en- 
tered a protest in a special message on any 
subject with more frankness and more di- 
rectness. 

That every member of the legislature 
may know accurately the condition of the 
state’s finances the governor incorporated 
in his message a concise statement of the 
unpaid general and special appropriations 


voted for the calendar years of ’17 and ’18 } 


from which he subtracted the visible income 
for the remainder of 1918, on a basis of a 
$70,000,000 increase in taxable values, which 
is most liberal—the net deficiency staring 
Georgia in the face on the ist of January, 
1919, thus arrived at, being $1,638,608.99. 

It is this deficit, already accumulated, for 
which no provision has been made, that 
Governor Dorsey referred to as “unbusiness- 
like” to let it remain without provision for 
its payment. 

Added to this—going from bad to worse 
—is the house appropriation totals for 1919 
of $9,370,113.46, thereby creating a deficit 
at the close of 1919 of a total of nearly four 
million dollars. It is this that the governor 
referred to as “inefficiency with capital let- 
ters.”’ 

The message deals vigorously with the 
threat of some of the members to force an 
extraordinary session to provide revenues 
for the lavish expenditures. 

“There is little reason to expect a body 
which has consistently refused all proposals 
for increasing the state’s revenues at its 
regular session to entertain different views 
at any extraordinary session,” he declares, 
thus setting at rest the that he will

MUST TRAIN FOR SERVICE. 


The young women of this section are 
slow about training for the service to be 
rendered either as a patriotic contribution 
to war relief, or as a medium through which 
to make a career for themselves, is the mes- 
sage which comes from the relief agencies 
looking for trained women, and from those 
labor bureaus seeking to adjust labor, and 
to find positions for women desiring them. 

“Such a condition must not be allowed 
to exist,” stated a well-known Georgian re- 
porting on the subject. 


“The young woman must be urged to 
train herself in every possible way present- 
ed to her, for when this war is ovef she 
must be qualified to meet on an equal and 
enlightened plane the educated citizenry, 
the American soldiers will represent, when 
they return victors from the war zone. Fur- 
thermore, at the present moment the trained 
woman is being needed more and more not 
only to support our patriotic obligations; 
those of business and the professions, but 
to furnish that moral support of the mob- 
ilized forces of American women, in the tre- 


| mendous amount of work they are expected 


to do.” 


The call for the trained woman is being 
manifest in all their organized activities, 
lack of training proving an obstruction in 
woman’s work; this lack of training ex- 
pressed in haphazard methods of work, fail- 
ure to keep records and make reports, and 
failure to obey orders as they come from 
the government through authorized organi- 
zations, to women collectively and individ- 
ually. 


This condition among the women of the 
so-called leisure element may be temporart- 
ly excused on the basis of the half a century 
of peace and the shelter system under 
which the women of this country have lived, 
and to the general atmosphere surrounding 
them, and the fact ‘that responsibilities have 
not fallen heavily upon them since the civil 
war. | 


But now that another war crisis is on, 
and the necessity exists for women who have 
never taken care of themselves to learn how 
to do it, and also because of the fact 
that they must do in part what there are not 
enough men left to do—their ideals and 
standards must be changed. They must re- 
alize the value of training not only as a me- 
diunr of their own self-development, but as 
a necessary factor in every department of 
national prosperity. . 

The girl who volunteers to serve as a 
nurse, and desires overseas service is only 
half a patriot when, hearing she must train 
for the service, she draws back and de- 
clares: “It will take too long! Can’t I get 
over some other way?” 

She should be made to see the broader 
view, that when she enters a training school 
she is releasing a woman who is trained for 
overseas work, and that she becomes a 
worker for her country the moment she b~-- 


ing which fits her for life. 

The girl who goes to the labor bureau 
and asks for a job that will bring her a cer- 
tain salary must learn that salaries are paid 
first for service and efficiency, increased 
according to merit and experience. 

If she desires a job, and desires to hon- 
estly fulfill its obligations, she must train 
herself for it, and not go in the quest of the 
easier ong. 


SHEEP AND DOGS. 


Georgia should have a dog law which 
will keep dogs in their places if the state, 
in line with her program of war production 
and reconstruction, expects to do her part 


her climate and soil are admirably adapted. 

In the general adjustment of things in- 
cident to the war, when the useful and the 
useless are being classified: when the nec- 
essary and unnecessary products are being 
defined, « the production of: wool is being 
classed as useful and necessary, yet notb-

Elsewhere in The Constitution is the 
testimony of a well-known Georgia woman, 
who pleads for a dog law that will protect 
the sheep industry in the state. 

The dog in its place is all right. It has 
its uses, and at this moment is doing a he- 
roic work on the battlefields of Europe, 
marching under the. very standards of the 
Red Cross, but, like the human species, it 
should be subject to lew. 

The work or fight law is to be enforced 
in Georgia. The vagrancy law is being 
pushed, and the useless people and slackers 
are being gradually reached and dealt with. 
Now is the time to deal with the vagrant, 
, useless dog prowlers who stand between the 
state and a great development of the wool 
industry. : 

Both as a food and as a clothing com- 
modity, sheep raising in Georgia is a logical 
industry at any time, but now in the war 
crisis it becomes an essential industry in 
the demand for clothing for our soldiers.

But an unexpected senatorial opportunity 
came and he plunged into it.

Just there and then Senator Hardwick 
failed for himself, for his state and for the 
‘country.

Bulletin of the Bureau of Geographie 
Information of the National Geo- 
Sraphiec Society of Washington 


How American troops are billeted in 
French villages near the front is described 
by Herbert Corey in a communication to 
the National Geographic society, a part of 
which the society issues as the following 
war geography bulletin: 


“I stumbled along a dark street in a 
dark village in northern France. I say dark, 
but the word does not properly set forth the 
conditions. There was no moon and there 
were no stars. It had been raining and in a 
few minutes it would be raining again. The 
street had once been paved—about the time 
of the Roman occupation, perhaps—and a 
few rounded cobbles were still imbedded in 
& soggy mud that sucked at one’s boot-soles 
as one walked. 


“No light came from the windows. One 
knew that inside the houses American sol- 
diers were gathered about the candles, read- 
ing or ‘shooting craps,’ or wondering why 
the Y. M. C. A. was ‘not performing total 
impossibilities in getting its chocolate-and- 
cigarette-laden trucks over roads that were 
summed and cluttered with the camions of 
an army in movement. 


_ “The windows were curtained, so that not 
the slightest gleam escaped. In this part 
of France the peasants favor solid wooden 
shutters outside the windows, and inside the 
soldiers had tucked up blankets. Hostile 
airplanes are always on the hunt for villages 
in which soldiers may be bombed. This par- 
ticular hamlet was within range of the 
Germans’ big guns and no chances might 
be taken. 


A Grim Joke. 


“Only those who have been lost in the 
midst of a forest on a rainy night can prop- 
erly appreciate the utter blackness of that 
street. I ran head-on into a soldier. 


“Visibility low,’ he remarked, in grimly 
humorous quotation from the report often 
made by the aerial. observers. 


“The laughter came from the one room in 
which the officers of the headquarters com- 
pany were bedded. I knew that room. In 
it the beds were laid so thickly on the brick 
floor that they overlapped like shingles on 
a roof. Only the man who slept next the 
door could get to hia bed without walking 
over the beds of the other men.

Firing the Austrian} 
Balloon 


Albania the End of Féed 
te Blew Up Ce ' 


By Arthur McFarlane. 


Nearly a month ago the Italians and 
French in Albania began a campaign which 
military critics assured us at once could 
have no objective. They proved it from th:- 
map, which, north of Durazzo, showed two 
hundred miles of mountains, with the worst 
of roads and almost no railways whatever. 
What objective could there be? None, if you 
left out certain millions of Austria's subject 


peoples. 

And in the light of events now occuring, 
we are beginning to learn what that ob- 
jective is. For at least two years the dual 
empire has been like a great balloon, filled 
with inflammables, which could be reached 
neither from above nor from the sides. in 
their campaign in Albania the allies are now 
seeing if they cannot put a match fo its feed 
pipe. 

The feed pipe has always been there, @ 
superheated, tapering funnel of Carniolans 
and Croatians, Bosnians, Serbians and Al- 
banians, all inveterate enemies of the empire. 
They lacked arms, and they lacked military 
leaders. These could be got to them only 
by an expeditionary force from outside. 

It has always been known that Albania 
was the opening to the pipe. But, till re- 
cently, it was closed by differences between 
two of the allies themselves, Serbia and 
Italy. Both made claims to the same stretch 
of Adriatic coast line, claims apparently 
irreconcilable until the word went out that 
they must be reconciled. And the compro- 
mise was made in April at Rome, in what 
was called “The Congress of Oppressed Na- 
tions.” 

Just what was done at that “congress” 
we don’t know in any detail. But German 
and Austrian papers, now reaching us, showy 
that they began very soon to speak furiously 
of an “Ita}o-Slavic Alliance.” 

“We are informed,” says the semi-official 
Frendenblatt of Vienna, “that it’—the con- 
gress—‘will in all probability have serious 
consequences.” It woulda appear so, And 
we are now beginning to be able to see 
rather clearly what they are to be. Military 
campaigns are not prepared over night, But 
on July 6 the Italians and French struck 
succesfully above Avlona, and they are now 
nearly fifty miles to the north of it. In @ 
country so lacking in natural objectives, 
and so far away from Trieste and Vienna 
and Budapest, what can they actually hope 
for? 

We had our first answers within a week. 
“Albantfan troops are in revolt,” said one dis- 
patch.’ “They are massacreing Austro-Hun- 
garian troops, who are retreating toward 
Durazzo.” In Kraguyevatz, the former sSer- 
bian arsenal, the Austria garrison troops 
themselves mutinied. “Similar revolts”—of 
Czech troops—other dispatches now tell us, 
“are taking place in Dalmatia”—the upper 
and Adriatic side of the feed pipe—‘where 
the military authorities have been unable 
to suppress a revolt of armed deserters and 
escaped Russian prisoners. The official or- 
gan, The Boskische Post makes allusions 
suggesting that similar bands are springing 
up in Bosnia.” 

Bosnia is that part of the pipe wnicnh, 
with Montenegro, Serbia’s ally, lies immedi- 
ately to the north of Albania. When a coun-. 
try is in revolt and waiting only for its de- 
liverers, the absence of roads and railways 
is of concern chiefly to its half-beleaguered 
garrisons. But what of that part of our . 
pipe, which, as it widens, opens into Austria 
itself? We come now to Croatia and the 
hinterland of Fiume and Trieste and Gorit- 
zia. 

Here certain confidential reports, issued 
by Jugo-Slavic printing presses in Geneva, 
and Corfu, tell the story. It is circumstan- 
tial, with abundant detail, and if it means 
anything it means that the spirit of pure 
revolution has here gone ever further than 
it has to the south. The peopke might have 
no arms as yet, but they could epeak through 
great popular demonsfrations. And, with 
Austrian soldiers on ail sides of them, evi- 
dently they have been holding those demon- 
strations and issued defiances with what 
seems to be almost an absolute lack of fear. 

Ten thousand met at Trbdovije, in Styria, 
eleven thousand at Rakovnik, in lower Car- 
niola. Other meetings, equally large, took 
place at St. Rupert and Zagreb (Agram). 
Seven thousand were called out by the Jugo- 
Slay club of Laibach, which Napoleon called 
the gateway of Austria. We learn that 
everywhere peasants and social democrats 
fraternized. ‘They were addressed by their 
labor and socialist leaders, by their parish 
priests, and by their reichsrat deputiés. 
They received reports from delegates sent 
to attend similar revolutionary meetings in 
Bohemia, where Jugo-Slav battalions are 
in military revolt. 

The tone of these gatherings is indicated 
sufficiently well by their watch word, “Jugo- 
Slavia or death. Throw off the foreign yoke!” 

Some idea of the weakness of the central 
government may be formed from this: Hav- 
ing first prohibited all such gatherings uhder 
the direst penalties, we soon find it prohibit- 
ing only the attendance of “Russian, Serbian 
and Italian prisoners of war, as also soldiers 
in uniform.” There are few balloons, even, 
but have a containing fabric stronger than 
that. Enough, though, that plainly the in- 
flammables are there in quantities. In the 
past and with reason we have discounted 
almost all stories of revolution in the central 
empires. There seems little reagon to dis- 
count them any longer. The only question 
is between the inflammables and the match 
is it still possible for Austria, or Germany, 
to find some means of blocking the pipe 
halt way? 

In the meantime the match is being car- 
ried rapidly. We learn of the number of 
Albanian refugees that Italy has cared for; 
of the friendship of Essad Pasha, the sone 

ibanian leader, and of various Jufso- 
ig eaten that are now a part of the 
ItalMan forces. When it is skill in handling 
the technique of revolution that is called 
for, for a hundred years no country has 
shown more. It is probably not for nothing 
that Albanians and Serbians, Bosnians and 
Dalmations seem all to be moving at once. 
When will the real explosions begin to come? 
As the Italians say themselves, “Tf you wait, 


you will see.”

Allied Publics Are Warned 
of Great Dangers Now to 
Be Faced When Germany 


Launches Her Series of : 


‘Peace Offensives.

Germany has lost the campaign of 
1918, and with this loss has been join- 
ed the inevitable extinction of the last 
chance to win a military victory, pro- 
vided only that the great nations now 
in arms against the German and his 
minor allies remain as firmly united as 
they have been in the past. Germany 
escaped a defeat which was plainly 
indipated after the close of the cam- 
paign of 1916, despite her Rumanian 
victories of that year, solely because 
Russia abandoned the struggle and 
thus freed German hands. In 1917 the 
Russian debacle enabled Germany to 
defeat British and French offensives, 
and in 1918 to undertake her own 
great offensive which ‘has just been 
wrecked at the Marne. 

If one could conceive that, follow- 
ing the Russian precedent, Germany 
could hereafter eliminate Britain, 
France, the United States or Italy 
from the war, she might be able to 
undertake a new offensive to win a 
military decision in the west with a 
reasonable prospect of victory, but 
apart from such a success she has no 
longer the numbers or the resources 
necessary for the task. 

We have had in this war three 
phases, which have been exactly alike 
and have led to the same results.: In 
August and September, 1914, Germany 
undertook to eliminate France from 
the war by her great offensive. Her 
strategy was based upon the theory 
that before Russia could intervene ef- 
fectively either in east Prussia or 
against Austria the German army 
could dispose of France and there- 
after turn its attention to the reduc- 
tion of Russia. The failure of the 
Marne entailed the decisive defeat of 
this strategy. The German army 
proved inadequate for its mighty task 
and French military power endured. 

The Verdun Phase. 

Again, at Verdun, having beaten 
Russia down and while Britain was 
still unready, Germany endeavored to 
dispose .of France... The problem was 
the same, the issue identical, and in 
this case it was Britain who played 
the role of Russia in 1914 and at the 
Somme began an offensive which de- 
prived Germany of all chance of real- 
ising her Verdun purposes. For a sec- 
ond time the western line held and 
Germany was thrown back upon the 
defensive. 

We are just seeing the last phase of 
the third German effort. The revolu- 
tion in Russia, carefully guided by 
German agencies, had at last disposed 
of Russia in 1917. The United States 
could not effectively intervene in the 
first half of the campaign of 1918. 
Ludendorff had nearly six months ahead 
of him, as he calculated, more than six 
months as it then seemed, in which to 
dispose of Britain and France before 
Pershing’s army could turn the scales. 
And, as in 1914, in the Marne campagin, 
and in 1916, before Verdun, the Ger- 
mans have come within an ace of suc- 
cess and have failed, only after bril- 
liant preliminary triumphs. 

Another Waterloe, 

But again there has been a repeti- 
tion of the Waterloo circumstances. 
The German Napoleon has sought three 
times to overwhelm the, allied Welling- 
ton, Joffre, Petain and Foch in turn, 
but each time Blucher has arrived in 
time, the Russians in, 1914, the British 
in 1916 and ourselves in 1918. As a re- 
suit, each grandiose attempt has failed 
at the moment when the German peo- 
ple and the German soldiers have not 
too rashly believed that victory was 
within. plain sight. 

Now, going back to the former occa- 
sions, we see that the failure in the 
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‘to dispose of the older enemies before

Marne campaign was followed by a 
transfer of German effort for nearly a 
year and a half to the east front. Ger- 
many could not fight offensive cam- 
paigns to settle matters in the east. 
When she came back to the west, in 
the Verdun campaign, she was too late. 
Britain was almost ready and France 
able to hold until Britain could begin. 
After the Verdun failure it was neces- 
sary to go east and south again, Rus- 
sia having once more become danger- 
ous and Rumania a fresh foe. 
The West Again. 

But Russia definitely destroyed for 
military purposes, Rumania disposed of, 
the east at her feet, Germany came 
west again this spring. America was 
as unready, far more unready than 
Britain in the Verdup time. The chance 


lthe new one was on the fleld in trouble- 
some numbers was unmistakable. The 
battles of Picardy, Flanders and the 
Aisne seemed to promise the ultimate 
victory just as Morhange, Charleroi and 
Mons seemed to promise it in 1914. The 
most optimistic allied observer could 
not deny that Germany had a fresh op- 
portunity to gain a decision on the con- 


itinental battlefield the moment it was 
disclosed that the Germans had devised 
a system of battle tactics which abol- | 
ished the value of trench systems, as 
their heavy guns had abolished the 
value of forts nearly four years before. 
The parallel was again striking, but 


fortunately the end was the same. 
Now, it is one thing tu say that Ger- 
many has lost the chance to win a mil- 
itary decision in this war and another 
to say she has lost the war. Still a 
third statement is the declaration that 
we, the nations which are allied against 
'Germany, have won the struggle. This 
last is emphatically not the case. Nor 
is it true that Germany has lost the 
war. She has lost the chance of win- 
ning it on the battlefield; she has other 
methods, and they are bound to be 
used now to the uttermost. 
The Peace Offensives. 

Germany was beaten in 1916 at ‘the 
closn of the campaign of that year, and 
she knew it. Accordingly the kaiser 
proposed peace, not because he desired 
peace, not becauge his proposal was 
intended to be the basis of a settlement 
on an honorable and possible basis, 
but because he reckoned that a pro- 
posal of peace might disarm his foes 
and accomplish what his armies had 
failed to bring about, namely, a real 
German victory. His calculations were 
amazingly correct. His peace proposals 
threw his foes into confusion, ulti- 
mately led to Russia’s collapse, tempo- 
rarily brought Italy to the point of 
seeming impotence and enabled the 
German army to enter the campaign 
of 1918 with a new chance to acquire a 
military decision. 

Beyond all doubt the kaiser will now 
repeat his strategy of 1916 and we shall 
have a new proposal of peace within a 
brief time, probably the moment that 
some considerable but relatively unim- 
portant German success, such as still 
remains possible, tends to give a tem- 
porary lie to the facts in the German 
military situation in the west. "There 
will then be a frank declaration, such 
a declaration as Kuehlmann made the‘ 
other day, that no military decision is 
possible. Both sides have made the 
try; both sides have made at least 
three tremendous failures; therefore, 
the Germans will reason, a military de- 
cision is impossible and peace by ne- 
gotiation is the only way out of a sit- 
uation which is bringing about the 
bankruptcy of civilization. 

Danger to Paris. ' 

‘When this situation develops it is 
essential for every allied observer to 
remember that Paris is once more in 
danger, for the German will be seek- 
ing by the most ingenious and sustain- 
ed effort to win the French nation into 
making a separate peace, a peace which 
will bé as attractive, in German prop- 
agande, as-that “peace without indem- 
nities or annexations” which lured Rus- 
sia to ruin at Brest-Litovak. Not less 
appealing bait will be held out to Italy, 
like France invaded and far more than 
France exposed to internal dangers of 
a disruptive sort. 

Germany means to win the war by 
her peace offensive, now that her 
offensive has failed. The 
,time is just as much against ‘h 
the new operation as tn the old, 


separate peace with the enemy. Even 
Austria might break under the strain. 
We May Still Lose. 

We shall have next winter, there- 
fore, to repel the peace offensive de- 
signed to enable Germany to keep a 
respectable, a large share of the 
provinces she has - conquered. We 
shall have the peace offensive sup- 
plemented by much military threaten- 
ing. Unquestionably the promise to 
devastate all of France still in Ger- 
man hands, as well as Belgium, in the 
fashion Picardy was devastated in the 
Hindenburf retreat, will be one gentle 
German hint to France as to the ad- 
visability of coming to an arrange- 
ment. And until that peace offensive 
is defeated we must face the fact that 
we may still lose the war. 

But if the peace offensive fails, as 
the war offensive has unmistakably 
failed, there is still ahead of us at 
least one year more of terrific and 
costly fighting before we can begin 
to hope to win the war in the only 
way that it can be won—namely, upon 
the battlefiled. And in that time 
each temporary reverse, each check, 
each delay, will serve the Germans as 
a new basis for their peace offensive 
and a new foundation for their argu- 
ment that no military decision is pos- 
sible. Of the three stages that have 
to be covered before we come to the 
point where real peace is possible we 
have but passed the first, or are just! 
coming to the end of it. It has been 
in a sense the most critical of all, but 
it has also been the simplest, because 
in the face of a peril which no man 
could misunderstand all effort and 
all energy: were concentrated natural- 
ly upon the task of stopping the ene- 
my. It will be less easy to get the 
same concentration in the other two 
stages. 

The Purpose the Same. 

If one could only make it clear for 
the balance of the war to all publits, 
American and allied -alike, that. the 
German uses peace and war operations 
in just the same way and for the same 


end! If he can’t conquer a foe and 
impose his will upon an enemy by his 


army and by battle, he tries a peace 
proposal. Whether the attack be by 
arms or words, the purpose of the at- 
tack is to gain or retain provinces and 
plunder. Russia was conquered by 
German peace operations quite as much 
as by her military attacks. The Italian 
defeat at the Isonzo was procured by 
peace machinations before it was ob- 
tained by military attack. 

The German knows quite well that if 
the war goes to a military decision he 
will not only lose all he has taken 
in his various campaigns, but also that 
Germany will suffer as much as in the 
thirty years’ war. German rulers know 
that the defeat of the German army 
will invariably involve changes with- 
in Germany, which are, to say the least, 
unpromising. No one expects a great 
moral awakening in Germany. What 
ia to be expected is that the German, 
who was willing to support the exist- 
ing system because of its supposed effi- 
clency and fancied profits, will look 
for a new system when the profits are 
found to be non-existent. 

German Pians, 

Therefore the German leadership is 
not going to risk the decision upon the 
battlefield, which must be against it, 
if it can find any way to keep the 
provinces and the plunder without run- 
ning the ultimate risk. This can only 
be accomplished by a peace propagan- 
da which turns on the war weariness 
and feeling of exhaustion of the peo- 
ples fighting. We have all of us had 
full and sufficient evidence of the 
many phases of the defeatist campaign 
of 1917, following the German peace 
proposal of December, 1916, and the 
reichstag resolution of the following 
summer. 

In 1916 and for a fraction of 1917 the 
German was convinced that he could 
not get a military decision. He chang- 
ed his mind after the Russian collapse. 
In other worda, his poace offensive wag 
so successful that it cleared the way 
for a hew venture of the German high 
command, a new try for the military 


unfortunately only a portion of the 
Americans are now available. But there 
are enough of these, as I showed sev- 
eral weeks ago in a Sunday article, to 
give Foch something more than an 
equality of numbers and leave the Ger- 
man only such advantages as come 
from the greater homogeneity of his 
force, since it is all of one nationality, 
and the superiority of training, with 
respect only, however, to our own 
troops. 

Since I made my statement the proof 
‘has been supplied by the-Foch offen- 
sive. Employing the larger part of 
the American divisions which have been 
long in France and his own French 
colonial troops, Foch created an army 
of maneuver and struck the German 
flank between the Marne and the Aisne, 
bringing off one of the great strategic 
triumphs of the war. Had Foch been 
able to dispose of sufficient reserves 
the stroke might have been far more 
effective, just as Joffre’s victory at the 
Marne would have led to far more de- 
cisive results had Joffre possessed any 
large unexhausted reserve. 

Neither Has Reserves. 

But neither Foch nor Ludendorff has 
such a reserve now. lLudendorft had 
it in the beginning of the campaign 
and lost it in the terrible struggles 
which have since ensued. Foch is ac- 
quiring it as our American troops be- 
come available in larger and larger 
numbers, but,.will probably not have it 
lin sufficient strength to enable him to 
go beyond’ the Hmits of counter of- 
fensives like his recent stroke this 
year. This is not to say that Luden- 
dorff may not deal a happier blow, 
viewed from the German angle, than 
his last two, one of which was check- 
ed, the other turned into a heavy de- 
feat. The point is that he will be un- 
able after such a stroke to enforce a 
decision, 

Napoleon was in the same situation 
in the most brilliant of all his cam- 
paigns, also fought in the Marne va)- 
ley. Bernhardi comments significantly 
upon this fact in one of his military 
works. The German has very nearly 
exhausted his shock troops; he is fac- 
ing an enemy who is his equal in num- 
bers, has at least as good communica- 
tions on the vital French sectors of the 
front and is now in a position to méet 
any offensive with a swift and power- 
ful counter offensive, employing: there- 
in fresh American troops. 

Vaiue of Amerienns, 

The value of our troops in the situ. 
ation is peculiar. They are not, on the 
whole, the match for any other troops 
in the European field on the defensive, 
because they lack the four years of 
training of French, German and Brit- 
ish troops. But on the offensive and 
under the guidance of the French staff, 
they possess exactly the qualities which 
make them the most dangerous shock 
troops in Europe. They are young, 
physically fit and morally at the high- 
est point soldiers can attain. Their 
spirits have not been weakend by four 
years of “suffering; they have not 
slowed down under the strain which 
has taken the edge off best of all the 
other nations’ forces. 

As a striking force Foch, then, has 
found at his hand in Pershing’s army 
the best conceivable weapen. He has, 
moreover, the certainty of a rapidly in- 
creasing number of these troops. Three 
hundred thousand arrive in Europe each 
month and it will not be long before 
his monthly increase in trained troops 
will reach this figure. In less than 
two months the American contribution 
is more than the annual increment 
Germany gets from one of her classes, 
and it Bg made up of infinitely better

For Next Year. 

We shall have next year practically 
the only army in Burope capable of 
making an offensive in the spirit and 
with the foree which German armies 
revealed at the Marne and Verdun, 
which the French armies displayed in

the Rhyne, the outcome of the war will 
be so clearly forecast that the Ger- 
mans will be unable to make a peace 
offensive which can be dangerous, for 
once our military victory is foreshad- 
owed, German victory by peace offen- 
sive will become as impossible as Ger- 
man victory by milNtary means is now 
becoming. 
Over the Pitch. 

Meantime we are over the pitch for 
the year and for the war, unless the 
German can escape again, as he did 
two years ago, when he started his 
peace campaign and thereby destroyed 
Russia and ruined the Italian offensive 
against Austria. While Italy holds 
Austria, with a measure of help from 
the allies, France, Britain and the 
United States can defeat Germany 
next year, as they should now be able 
to check the remaining German 
thrusts this year. Unity of command, 
unity of faith and unity of policy car- 
ry with them the death sentence for 
the German purposes, if they can be 
preserved through the next winter. 

It is idle to imagine that the Ger- 
man army is not capable of great re- 
sistance in the future. The recent re- 
treat has been conducted in a manner 
beyond praise. The German high 
command made an appalling blunder 


and a grotesque miscalculation. Had 


the German army been less determin- 
ed and disciplined this blunder might 
have led to destruction, at least for the 
army immediately involved. But, so 
far from leading to this, the defeat 
simply opened the way for an orderly 
and well conducted with@awal in 
which the resistance of the retreating 
foe won the recognition of the vic- 
tors. Even if the German does not 
fight fairly or cleanly, even though 
his methods are abhorrent, there is 
general testimony to the stubbornness 
with which he fought and the steadi- 
ness with which his rear guards hung 
on to position after position, although 
the great battle was lost and there 
could be no disguising the fact. 
A Likely Move. 

Nothing ts more likely than that 
the German will attempt to close the 
present campaign with some sort of 
victory. A decisive victory is beyond 
the possibilities. But he may take 
some sector of famous ground, some 
city like Nancy, or even Ypres, by 
paying a price, and then point to this 
achievement as proof that he has won 


the campaign and remain invincible. |

Longing for Home—Then Victory’s Thrill :: - 
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‘By Rheba Crawford. 

It was a Sunday afternoon and the 
lobby of the Y. M. C. A. building on 
Luckie street was almost deserted. The 
very few men who were seated there 
were quietly reading or writing. Sud- 
denly there came music. Bach man 
raised his head and listened to the 
‘swell and ebb of the throbbing melody. 
It was apparent now that it was some 
great pipe organ, upon which the fin- 
gwers of a master musician were press- 
ing out more than mere music or classi- 
¢al airs for the low minor wail and the’ 
sharp treble cries ‘of the pipe organ 
seemed telling an almost human story 
of heart-ache and longing. 

Dr. Robert Bell, a visitor in Atlanta, 


was among those resting in the lobby 
and the wail and misery of the music 
drew him. He followed the sound out 
of the building, across the street and 
into the Baptist tabernacle. At first 
he could not see, for the building was 
dim and dark to him, after the bright 
glare of the sun upon the pavement. 
Presently, though, his eyes became ac- 
customed to the dusk and, looking to- 
ward the organ, he saw seated there 
a lone khaki-clad figure, head thrown 
back, eyes closed and fingers pouring 
out through the keys of a wonderful 
organ the homesickness the lonesome- 
ness, the discouragement of the past 
few months. 

The doctor listened as the flood of 
melody swept on and gradually the 
minor notes became fewer and less 
yearning, a slow note of understanding 
and hope took their place and the fin- 
gers of the organist slipped back into 
I the old ever-dear songs of home, the 
melodies of the people. 

The church with its dark, stiff, brown 
pews faded away, the organist was for- 
gotten and the eyes of Dr. Bell beheld 
through the music, the wasted ruined 
fields of bleeding Belgium. Instead of 
‘Atlanta he was in France with her ruin- 


ed cathedrals, her ravaged towns and} 


her wonderful indomitable spirit of vic- 
tory. Perhaps it was the music, for 
from the home songs the fingers of 
the organist had charged the keys with 
the thrilling, blood stirring, rousing, 
Victorious strains of the “Marseillaise.” 
The church rang with the tramp of 
marching feet, the blare of bugles and 
the flip-flip of countless flags as they 
whipped themselves around the flag- 
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tumn successes in Serbia to cover 
failures in the west and the larger 
failure in the east, where Russia man- 
aged to escape destruction for the mo- 
ment. In 1916 Rumania played the 
same part for the German, who had 
been defeated at Verdun and the 
Somme, Last year the Russian col- 
lapse was too plain to require from 
the Germans any such effort.® 

The way to a successful peace offen- 
sive for the German plainly begins at 
some local military triumph on the 
west front which shall in part restore 
the prestige of the recently defeated 
crown prince and the discomfited Lu- 
dendorff. To get this victory a new 
blow will be needed, and there is, there- 
fore, every reason to forecast at least 
one more considerable German offen- 
sive, followed by a desperate effort both 
to exploit such success as is achieved 
on the battlefield and celebrate it all 
over the world. 

We shall have to be on our guard, 
therefore, both in the matter of pes- 
simism and of optimism. At the pres- 
ent moment there is a dangerous dé- 
gree of optimism afloat. The reaction 
from the depression of recent months 
is natural and proper, but it should 
not lead to exaggerated hopes. . We 
have blocked the enemy and we have 
defeated him in the crucial battle of 
this campaign. But the most that was 


possible for us this year was to pre- 
vent the Germans from winning the 
European phase of the war * the bat- 
tlefield; it will take one or two more 
years for us to win it by our own ef- 
forts. The second Marne was like the 
first, a great and successful battle of 
arrest; but nations are not conquered 
by battles of arrest—such battles mere- 
ily save the nation or nations attacked. 
There remains the larger task of beat- 
ing the enemy, and he remains, despite

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poles that were carrying them and the

victory, for this was all in the rush

The spirit of. e is the same in the heart of the physician who agon- 
izes over the terrible suffering in the hospitals of the battlefield as he per- 
forms miracles of surgery, though tortured by fatigue and many sleepless 
nights, as it-is in the heart of the farmer boy of the ranks\who swims the River 
Marne .under the deadly fire of the Boche guns because he cannot refuse the 
plea ‘of.the unknown man who lies wounded on the other bank. Both have 
heard the cal} to service, both have forgotten the old habit of thinking of 
self first: And they are not the only ones who have answered the call of

brutalities of war a new soul has been borne to humanity—a soul of tendey- 
ness and sympathy, of understanding and high courage.

Labor Conference Board for the purpose of devising for the 
period of the war a method of labor adjustment which would be 
acceptable to employers and employees; and 


Whereas, said board has made a report recommending the 
creation for the period of the war of a National War Labor Board 
with the same number of members as, and to be selected by the 
same agencies that created the War Labor Conference Board, 
whose duty it shall be to adjust labor disputes in the manner 
specified, and in accordance with certain conditions set forth in 
the said report; and 

Whereas, the Secretary of Labor has, in accordance with the 
recommendation contained in the report of said War Labor Con- 
ference Board, dated March 29, 1918, appointed gs members of 


the National War Labor Board Hon. William Howard Taft and

and T. A. Rickert, representatives of the employees of the United 
States; 7 : 


Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, president of the United 
States of America, do hereby approve and affirm the said appoint-

The powers, functions and duties of the National War Labor 
Board shall be to settle by mediation and conciliation controver-, 
sies arising between employers and workers in fields of-produc- 
tion necessary for the effective conduct of the war, or in fields 
of national activity, delays and obstructions in which might, in 
the opinion of the National Board, affect detrimentally such pro-

Right to Organize’ 

1. The right of workers to organize in trade unions and to bargain collectively through chosen representa- 
tives is recognized and affirmed. This right shall not be denied; abridged, or interfered with by the employers in 
any manner whatsoever. : 

2. The right of employers to organize in associations of groups and to bargain collectively through chosen 
representatives is recognized and affirmed. This right shall not be denied, abridged, or interfered with by. the 
workers in any manner whatsoever. Ai 

B ols Employers should not discharge workers for membership in trade unions, nor for legitimate trade union 
activi : ! 


4. The workers in the ‘exercise of their right to organize, shall not use coercive measures of any kind to 
induce persons to join their organizations nor to induce employers to bargain or*deal therewith. 


Existing Conditioné | 
1. In establishments where the union shop exists the same shall continte, and the union standards as to 
wages, hours of labor, and other conditions of employment shall be maintained. 

* 2. In establishments where union and nonunion men and women now work together and the employer meets 
only with employees or representatives in said establishments, the continuance of such conditions shall 
not be deemed a grievance. This declaration, however, is not intended in any manner to deny the right or discour- 
age the practice of the formation of labor unions or the joining of the same by the workers in said establishments, 
as guarantéed in the last paragraph, nor to prevent the War Labor Board from urging or any umpire from granting, 
under the machinery herein provided, improvement of their situation in the matter of wages, hours of labor, or 
other conditions as shall be found desirable from time to time. : 

3. Established safeguards and regulations for the protection of the health and safety of workers shall not be

t sat in the office set aside for his private use as president 


of the Criminology. club. Besidd him, on a large table, were laid out maps 
and measuring instruments, and he was busily engaged in making a rough 
draft of a section of the Maine coast. He had begun the task of locating the 
base established by German spies in America following a wireless report sent 
from the destroyer which had picked Dixie Mason from the water after her 
escape from the U-63. It had been a long and a painstaking task, and now 
that it was nearly finished he glanced at the clock, for the hour set by Dixie 
Mason for her arrival at the club was drawing near. He drew the last line 
on the chart he had prepared, and laid down his pen, when the door opened

“You see it igs not as simple a task’ 
as it would appear,” said Grant, ré- 
ferring to the finding of the location 
of the U-boat base, after greetings had 
been exchanged.

In the 
first place a craft such as we would 
require in the vicinity of the observa- 
tion point probably would keep the 
U-53 from appearing at all. In the 
second place we might not be able to 
distinguish the signal even if we saw it 
and our venture would come to 
naught.’ 


“Then what do you propose to do?” 
asked Dixie. 


“Locate the base from the land side 
by an extended search,” was the an- 
swer of the president of the Criminol- 
ogy club.

“There are hills all around it shelter- 
ing it from the mainiand, but we 
crossed the inlet and got a good view.

“German plans are not Hmited to 
supplying one submarine from a base 
in America,” said Grant. “The U-53 
is but the forerunner of a fleet which 
is reliéd upon to make it impossible 
to ship anything from an American 
port. As soon as a line of supply for 
the base is established, and it is dem- 
onstrated that the plan of supplying 
them from American soil is feasible, 
they will be sent here in droves, That 
s why it ig so important that the U-53 
should not be permitted to get even a 
gallon of water anywhere on this side 
of the Atlantic. Her failure to secure 
supplies will be the best sort of a 
protection against a fleet of similar 
boats operating on this side of the 
Atlantic." 

“That was some more information I 
got from the worthy German ambassa- 
dor, via Mra, Blank,” he added, when 
the man had left the room in which he 
and Dixie were seated. “By the way, 
I am afraid that soon Blank won't 
even have money to comfort himself 
with.

Kinley’s administration, it created a 
great stir in congress. What could be 
less appropriate, it was argued, than 
the statue of a monarch in the capital 
of a republic? The statue was not set 
up in McKinley’s administration, but 
Roosevelt accepted it in the interest of 
diplomacy and had it erected in front 
of the Army building. 

Seeing that his gift had had just 
the opposite effect to that intended, 
the kaiser reprimanded his ambassa- 
dor for not having interpreted Ameri- 
can sentiment more accurately. 

A few days after the death of King 
Edward, Roosevelt arrived in Bertin.

But Roosevelt was the only 
American to whom the kaiser made 
overtures. He was constantly inviting 
American millionaires to pay him 
yachting visits at Kiel or wherever 
else he happened to be. 

He sat for a portrait by an American 
painter, which was exhibited with a 
large collection of other American 
works under the kaiser’s auspices. 

There was nothing that the kaiser 
did not do in his efforts to ingratiate 
himself with this country in fhe hope 
that he would reap his reward when 
the great war he was anticipating 
eventually broke out. P 

Taken individually, these various in- 
cidents seem trivial enough, but I have — 
every reason to know that the kaiser 
attached considerable importance to 
them.

Who 
do you think will be the next presi- 
dent? Do you think that Americans 
are opposed to peace because that 
would end their chance to make money 
out of the war? Are your people so 
mercenary that they would like to see 
the war prolonged for the sake of the 
money they can make out of it?” 

“No, your excellency,” I replied, 
“you are quite wrong if you imagine 
that my countrymen would like to pro- 
Jong the war for the sake of war prof- 
its. This is very far from being the 
case. On the contrary, the country at 
large is anxious for peace.” 

SOON HAVE 
ALL THE GOLD. 

“Don’t forget your people are mak- 
ing a lot of money out of this war, 
the Reichskanzler persisted. “They 
are becoming very rich.

CHAPTER VII. > 
DEMOCRACY’S WORST ENEMY 


The great military machine which 
the kaiser had built up during the 
first twenty-six years. of his reign 
“for the purpose of maintaining 
peace” was constantly itching for war. 
There was a feeling among the mili- 
tarists that while it wag all right for 
the kaiser to assume the role of the 
“prince of peace” during the period 
of preparation, it was possible to over- 
play the part. He so frequently re- 
ferred to the fact that his sole pur- 
pose in maintaining a large army and 
navy was to maintain peace that th» 
war lords of Germany began to fear 
that perhaps he might mean it. 

It was a grievous blow to the war 

party in Germany when all their ef. 
forts to precipitate a war in 1911 over 
the Moroccan affair fell down because 
of Austria's failure to back up Ger- 
mary. Although they had no slight 
opinion of Germany’s military power, 
it was considered dangerous to pro- 
yoke a war without Austria’s co- 
operation. It was better to walt unttl 
Austria could be forced. Into ft. 
» Germany readily acquiesced in the 
annexation by Austria of the Serbian 
provirfces of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
which naturally embittered the Ser- 
bians, because it was believed that 
thereby Austria would the more easily 
be coerced into the war which Ger- 
many intended to start when the op- 
portune moment arrived. 

The murder of the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, the successor to the Aus- 
trian throne, and his wife, by a Ser- 
bian on June 29, 1914, gave Germany 
the excuse for which she had been 
waiting so long to start a European 
conflagration and found Austria ‘as 
anxious for war as her ally. 

But even had Emperor Franz 
Joseph shown reluctance to plunge 
his ration into war and had Austria 
refused to Serbia for the

As nurses of the mil- 
itary medical service, as workers for 
the Red Grogs and in many other ways 
they perform their indispensable work 
for the armies in khaki. 

In addition to the hundreds of other 
ways in which they help, women have 
for a long time been active workers 
for the army and navy Y. M. C. A. in 
ite great work for the soldiers. They 
have served.the canteens and managed 
the huts, the centers of comfort and 
the bearers of the intangible message 
from “home,” which the “Y” has es- 
tablished all over France, wherever 
soldiers go, or even right in the front 
line trenches where men make the su- 
preme sacrifice every hour. 

And now the National War Work 
Council of the Army and Navy Y. M. 
Cc. A. has decided that there is a place 
for the women in the work that the 
organization is doing in the training 
camps of America.

“OVER HERE.” 

In the huts in the military camps and 

cantonments, all over the United States

of crusaders, the Y. M. C. A. hut has, 
from the very first, represented the 
center of things social and the beacon 
light that links the lonely boy with 
home and brings to him a message of 
good cheer and straightforward manli- 
ness even in the darkest hour. 


These huts have, so far, been manned 
entirely by men workers. It has meant 
the opportunity to the men who can- 
Men who are too old 
or who are rejected from active service 
for physical reasons, may do thefr 
share by joining the Y. M. C. A. 

Today, however, the men are needed 
elsewhere. The “Y” is having to han- 
dicap its work by reason of the scarci- 
ty of suitable men to conduct its huts 
and direct the multifarious activities. 
And men are needed for the huts in 
France. 

At first the executive heads of the 
“Y" worried and looked askance at the 
lack of workers. But what to them 
then appeared as a tragedy, has turned 
out a blessing in disguise. For they 
have opened the doors of their organi- 
zation to women, and, as ever, the wom- 
en have proven themselves the supe- 
riors of the men they displace, in most 
instances. 

A large part of*the credit for open- 
ing the eyes of the “Y” officials to the 
possibility of women workers in the 
camps, is due to an Atlanta woman, 
Mrs. B. M. Boykin. Mrs. Boykin has 
been active in work for the soldiers 
here ever since Camp Gordon was first 
opened. She has herself two sons in 
the service, and perhaps it was the 
thought of her own boys that caused 
her to treat all the boys at Gordon so 
that they have christened her “The 
Mother of Camp Gordon.” 

Mrs. K. G. Matheson has been anoth- 
er Atlantan who has/worked wonders 
in making the soldier’s life worth liv- 
ing and in upholding that mysterious 
force which military commentators call 
“morale.”

And while Mrs. Matheson works 
here, her husband, Dr. K. G. Matheson, 
of Georgia Tech, is serving the Y. M.

First of all she must bring unques- 
tionabdble character. references. 


She must be 25 years of age or over 


and must pase a rigid physical ex- 
amination. - . 

She must prove her fitness for the 
work and show her adaptability. 

And, above all, she must be pf, 
pared to work. 

Work is the chiefest factor in the 
work of the Y. M. C. A. secretary to- 
day. Not romantic, heroic motion pic- 
ture work, but prosaic, routine work, 
which is far ‘more heroic, only not so 
spectacular. 

The women who enter this service 
must come prepared to give their all, 
to give themselves unflinchingly to 
work. To expend their effort in the 
same ratio that is expected cf the sol- 
dier of the ranks and‘to expend it in 
the same cause. 

They must scrub, and wash, and 
cook and mend clothes. Then when 
they are simply “tired out” at this 
work they must be ready to secure 
rest by writing letters home for the 
men who patronize their hut. ' 

They will run‘the canteens and hand 
out chocolate, writing paper, candies 
and cigarettes to the soldier boys. 
They will keep their canteens and huts 
clean and tidy and when necessary 
will pick up the cigarette stubs and 
scrub the floors themselves. 

But it is all worth it

great work for the Gordon boys.

She has secured 150 other women 
from Atlanta who have helped her 
“mother” the boys and each of these 
women has solemnly sworn to a 
pledge to look out for the comfort and 
entertainment of the men in khaki as 
loyalty as the men fulfill their duties 
as soldiers.

These two 
things make it a real affair for a 
man in khaki, Mrs. Boykin believes, 
and nothing more than these, and a 
true spirit of hospitality is necessary. 
Probably there isn’t one man at Camp 
Gordan, she says, who hasn't been en- 
tertained in an Atlanta home, 

She has been active in the Y. M. C. 
A. educational work of a camp in 
which 30 per cént of the men eould 
neither read or write when they ar- 
rived. Most of the teachers are re- 
cruited from the ranks of the women 
of Atlanta. Some of the men are 
learning to write French and English 
simultaneously. 

“What we're really trying to do for 
the men of Camp Gordon is only what 
we hope the women of other places are 
doing for our sons,” Mrs. Boykin said, 
after a visit to Camp Upton, Yap- 
hank, New York, the other day. 

“They are all mothers’ sons and we 
want to make their lives In our camp 
as happy as we can.

There is room, on the firestep of each 
section of the.trench, for about ten 
men. Then the trench turns and there 
is an “enfilade,” which projects to the 
rear and cuts off the direct line of the 
trench, to protect the defenders from a 
flauking fire should the enemy gain 
that vital position. 


ABOUT SEVEN 
FEET DEEP. 

During defense the officers stand in 
the little “bays” caused by the “en- 
lifade” turns, and direct their men on 
the firestep. 

The trenches are approximately sev- 
en feet deep. The firestep, of about 
two feet, raises the defenders high 
enough to fire their rifles over the pro- 
tecting parapet. 

About twenty feet to the rear of the 
front line trench are the support 
trenches. These are shallower, being 
only about five feet deep, and without 
thg firestep. They are intended for the 
secondary line of defense, should the 
troops be forced to give up their front 
line. There are winding communication 
trenches which connect the two sys- 
tems. 

These regular trenches were dug with 
picks and shovels and are remarkably 
true and straight in their architectural 
lines. They were dug as the result of 
problems in defense which were set for 
the cadets last yearby their military | 
instructors. 

In another portion of the campus,| 
however, the different kind of 
trenches, dug under far different cir- 
cumstances; in fact, the result of prob- 
lems of offense and not defense. These 
two styles of trench protection illus- 
trate vividly the change in style of 
warfare which is taking place in Eu- 
rope today. 

NO TIME 
TO DIG DEEP, 

in offensive warfare, there is no 
time to dig and complete the elaborate, 
deep trenches, which the defenders use 
when practically in a state of siege. 
While the men are advancing, the only 
protection needed is the temporary 
breastwork, just high enough to save 
soldiers from the sweeping machine 
gun bullets and the deadly aim of the 
sniper. 

At G. M. A. the boys were given prob- 
lems in offensives to work out as well 
as defensives. 

A body of troops, having advanced 
over a given terrain, are temporarily 
held. up by nests of machine guns in 
those woods over to the left. The ar. 
tillery will probably wipe out the ma- 
chine gunners in an hour or two, but 
in the meantime what is the infantry 
to do?

With the American army, Marne 
Front, July 18.—~“You’re in luck,” 
said Lieutenant Bonham. “We've 
just killed our pet rabbit.” 

He lei the way down the path and 
around the shell holes, by two or 
three houses which had been poked 
through by 200-pounders, and into 
another deserted dwelling which was 
now the mess hall of the unit. 

We were in luck. We had a table 
and real chairs, not old shell crates, 
china on the table, spoons, at least 
one for every three diners, and 
enough forks to go around. We had 
roses on the table, sticking out of 
empty cases of “seventy-fives.” On 
the walls there were pictures, a large 
lithograph of the Battle of the Marne, 
Papa Joffre in- colors, the Virgin 
holding the Child, a crucifix and a 
crayon drawing, subject unknown, 
probably the finest effort of the 
youngest of the family. 

Everything had been left to this 
battery by the civilian French who 
had fled when the Germans had ad- 
vanced towards Chateau-Thierry. In- 
cluding the pet rabbits. Our infan-

the fleeing peasants,’ then the looting

True, he said, the French 
family had raised it and all its little 
brothers and sisters, for the purpose 
of eating them afterwards, but it 
went agaimst the feelings of the men 
of the mess, all artillery officers, to 
‘kill anything that didn’t have a fight- 
ing chance to run away. 

“Let’s go in and eat,” he said. 

We sat down at the round table. 
The orderly placed the bread on a 
large French platter, and then pro- 
duced some real fresh butter, bought 
at a neighboring farmhouse. - Finally 
he appeared with a big rabbit stew. 

The captain insisted that I help 
myself first. The pot passed around 
the table. There were a few jests 
about the good friend the rabbit had 
been of all the officers present, and 
about the tears that had been shed 
upon his departure. Everyone pre- 
pared to eat. 

“Kerrrrrrr—boom.” 

Up the street there was an ex- 
plosion. ' 

“Kerrrrrrre—boom.” 

Up the hiii to our right there was 
an explosion. 

From up the street there came the 
sounds of shouting and scurrying 
feet. 

From the hillside there came the 
sounds of groaning horses and heat- 
ing hoofs. 

“Sssssst—boom.”

GAS MASKS 
AT LUNCH. 


“Gas masks—get your masks on,” 
someone called out.” 

As this was one of the usual 
messes in France at which the eti- 
quette ‘of the day calls for a mask 
slung over the shoulder, we soon had 
them ready. Then out we went, offi- 
cers and orderly and cook, out into 
the road, and into a hilly wheat fleld. 

The Germans continued their 
mess-time hate for half an hour. 
They “threw shells into the village, 
into the echelon line where several 
horses were killed and others stam- 
peded, into the highway, and, further 
away, they Sought to hit our guns. 
There was nothing for us to do but 
wait. 

Lieutenant C. M. Maclean, of S¢- 
vannah, Ga., told me how during the 
attack on this sector his battery 


until it reached the position it was 
to take; The. guns were turned 
around. The men brought up shells. 

“Three minutes after our arrival,” 
said Lieutenant Maclean, “we had a 
perfect barrage over. the Boche. One 


of their prisoners afterwards asked 
one of our men if it was true that 


the French or Americans had invent- 
ed an automatic seventy-five.” 

Liéutenant Bonham told me about 
his dugout in the artillery line. “We 
had a German shell come plump into 
it night before last,’”’ he said. “Big 
shell, too. But it didn’t explode. 
Lucky dud, that’s why three of us 
are alive today.” 

“Luck?” said Lieutenant Maclean. 


“Why, look at this.”” He held up the 
back wing of his coat and showed 


me the holes in it, three or four 
jagged rents, about’ an inch long 
each. 

“Got those last night,” he said, 
“sleeping out on the hill. The Boche 
bombarded us, just as he is doing 
now, and we all went up here to 
sleep. I brought this coat along and 
spread it out near me, within finger 
distance if [TI felt too cold. Along 
came some shrapnel and did this, 
but didn’t touch, me.” : 

“Yes, they say it’s healthy to sleep 
under the stars,” said Lieutenant 
Bonham. “As for me, I’ve got a ‘to 
let’ sign out on my artillery dug- 
out” 

We apent the half hour in this 
manner. Nobody seemed to mind 
the shelling of the village. Finally 
it ended. 

We tramped back to the farm 
house and entered the dining room. 
At once every one thought of the 
rabbit stew, cold and unappetizing 
on the table and untouched. 

The captain called for the orderly. 
There was no reply. .A moment lat- 
er, however, he entered. In his hand 
he had a piece of shell. 

“Burst in the back yard, sir,’ he 
said, “and threw dirt over all the 


roses.” 

“Dig out those two cans of Cali- 
fornia pineapples we've been saving 
for a grand occasion,” said the cap- 
tain. “I'm hungry.” 

The rabbit stew was eaten cold. 
The pineapples followed, and every 
one had two*or three cups of hot 
coffee. They told me afterwards 
this was their first real meal after 
five days of hard tack and “monkey 
meat”-——-the South African dried beef 
which the French had supplied. 

“We'll be glad to have you come 
around and mess withthe artillery 
any time,” Lieutenant Bonham said 
in parting, “but we can’t always 
promise a meal as good as this. 
There was only one pet rabbit, you 
know.” |

MORNING. 

From the Halls of Montezuma 
To the shores of Tripoli, 

We fight our country’s . battles 
On the land and on the sea. 


The band was playing in the 


woods. All the light that came down 
lay in patches unearthly yellow in 
the enveloping green of branches 
and underbrush and the uniforms of 
the Americans who were resting 
there. : | 

They were part of: a company 
which had fought in Belleaw woods. 
I say part, because fully an equal 
part was in the hospital, but lest the 
Boche tries to find some satisfaction 
in this statement for his loss of one 
of the strongest positions on the 
way to Paris, let it be added that 
just exactly 92 per cent of the men 
absent were’coming back fit and fine 
and more eager for the coming bat- 
tle. 

The company had been sixteen 
days with almost nothing to eat, thé 
minimum of sleep—that due to ex- 
haustion—continual shell fire, caus- 
ing a considerable number of cases 
of slight shell shock, three splendid 
attacks, two heavy German attacks 
repulsed, and the rest of the time 
spent in gas and shrapnel. This was 
their first day of rest, and the band 
boys were serenading the major.

To the shores of Tripoli ..., 
- Yes, some of them had been in 
Mexico—with the honored brave who 
fell at Vera Cruz. Some of them had 
bean in Nicaragua and San Domingo 
and Hayti.and China and who knows 
where else. Even Tripoli was not 
off their itinerary. But some had 
never been outside of Philadelphia, 
and several, at least two to whom I 
spoke, came from the far west, little 
towns in Nebraska to be exact, al- 
though each said “Omaha” at first, 
and most of them came from that 
vast birthplace of so many of our 
“first in France,” the middle west, 
which knows neither the Atlantic 
nor Pacific oceans. 

“We fight our country’s battles 

On the land and on the sea.” 

They sang with lusty voice, the re- 
placements and thé newcomers join- 
ing in. Yes, again, some of them 
had fought on the land and on the 
sea, but very few compared to their 
present strength, and very few knew 
anything about ships at all. But all 
had come over on naval transports, 
they had come over quickly and 
cleanly, and they were as proud of 
our fleet as an ensign on the day of 
his promotion. And they were proud | 
also when they were called “Leather- 
necks,” just as if they had been olg- 
timers. I knew at once which of 
thé men wére old mien. by their talk. 

When I heard: Sergeant Charlie C. 


Woods. I heard here about some of 
the efficers, about majors who had 
rushed into the battle carrying rifles 
and using them effectively, about 
lieutenants who lay with their men 
under machine gunfire in the wheat 
fields, of captains who were the first 
in every charge and of the lieutenant 
colonels who fought with their auto- 
matics. These stories fitted in finely 
with what the officers had been tell- 
ing me about the bravery of the 
sergeants and the corporals and the 
hosts of privates, the runners and 
the ammunition carirers and the 
stretcher bearers and the engineer- 
ing boys. 

One of the few consecutive stories 
concerns four men who had been 
pals before and who went through 
it together, and it is a key to the 
kind of fighting in the open our men 
have rushed into. The four are 
Lieutenant Chester Fraser, a native 
of Boston, but more recently of 


Rochester, N. Y.; First Sergeant 
Walter G. Allen, of near Denver; 


Sergeant George O. Colon, of Clay- 
ton, N. Y., better known to his ship- 
mates as “Happy,” and Sergeant Mil- 
ton E. Staight, of Lynden, Wash., 
each of whom, incidentally, has’ been 
mentioned in orders and recom- 
mended. 

Lieutenant Fraser and Sergeant 
Colon fought’ together. Staight 
fought with Allen. Speaking of the 
lieutenant, one of the sergeants said 
of him what I consider the finest 
thing I have ever heard said of an 
officer in our army. ! 3 

“Lieutenant Fraser,” he said, “is 
an officer who doesn’t say ‘Go,’ but 
says ‘Come on.’ ” 

-This officer, followed by his ser- 
geant and a number of men, led an 
attack on the machine gun nests in 
Belleau Woods and in the wheat 
fields. They crawled to within a few 
yards of the Germans and routed two 
squads with four Maxims each. 

In the third attack they were met 
by a hail of bullets from a nest in 
the wheat and they threw them- 
selves flat on the ground. 

Lieutenant Fraser and Sergeant 
Colon tried to dig themselves in. 
The officer borrowed Colon’s mess 
tin and Colon himself used his bayo- 
net, the two succeeding in scraping 


a shallow hole. ‘ 
* Staight and Allen were the only 
other survivors of this machine gun 
attacking party, and they, too, were 
digging themselves in. The gun was 
firing directly at them, and according 
to Staight they felt the bullets pass- 
ing through the’hair on their heads. 

The Germans used shrapnel, also, 
and a piece of it hit Lieutenant

Allen 
was caught by a gas shell when half 
way to the artillery, but despite that 
he continued running and delivered 
the message. 

Sergeant Walters was gassed also, 
and when he tried to talk to me his 
voice was no better than a whisper. 
I told him to go to his doctor. 

He shook his head. “If I go to 
sick bay,” he said, “I might miss the 
return of my regiment to the line.” 

Another distinguished citizen who 
distinguished himself is Lieutenant 
J. A. Revelle, who captured 172 pris- 
oners. Leading his platoon of sixty 
men, they brought back about 400 
prisoners, and the officer is credited 
with the largest individual haul. He 
also led his men with machine guns 
into the wheat field, where they set 
them up in German shell holes and 
fought a machine gun duel until the 
Germans gave way. 

One of Lieutenant Revelle’s_ ser- 
Texas, raided a party of 40 Germans, 
killing sixteen and capturing four. 
He also saved an American strong 
point in a German counter attack by 
hurling grenades effectively. 

When I met Lieutenant Revelle in 
his rest billet he told me about some 
of the Germans he had captured. “I 
had a man who could speak to 
them,” he said. “I noticed one of 
three prisoners trying frantically to 
make himself understood. I got my 
man to speak to him. This man was 
begging us to kill his officer. He 
charged the officer, a Prussian, with 
many serious crimes, and added that 
the Prussian would have him, the 
private, killed when both got back 
to Germany after the war.” 


“I told my interpreter to tell the 
private that before we got through 
with the war there would be a dif- 
ferent state of affairs in Germany, 
and the Prussian officers would no 
longer have the disposition of life 


and limb. 

“That quieted the German, and he 
told us how the officers had heart- 
ened the men by saying that the 
troops opposed to them, the Ameri- 
cans, were green men and that now 
was the:chance to go through them 
and end the war with a great Ger- 
man victory. He admitted that 
among the south Germans the ma- 
chine gunners were being chained to 
their weapons, and we found one in- 
stance of it.” °

All 
these deeds contributed to a bril- 
liant victory ‘hat stopped the Ger- 
man rush down the -road,. into Cha- 
teau Thierry, with Meaux and Paris 
as an objective. General Mangin, 
north of Compeigne, broke. up the 
German movement from the north 
towards Paris. General ——‘and the 
American —th division broke 
through the Germans converging on 
Paris from Belleau woods. It is a 
pity that the dead have taken their 
own stories with them, and that 
many of the living remember only 


man soldiers followed their com- 
mander. 

/ One of the finest incidents of the | 
battle concerns the conduct of Pri- 
vate David P. Coleman, of Green- 
burg, Pa., who, when his cOmmand- 
ing officer was wounded, was or- 
dered to take’ charge ofthe platoon. 
Coleman, his mates say,-had, on ac- 
count of a misunderstanding* with 
many involved circumstances, been 
kept in the ranks when he should 
have been promoted gradually into a 
commission. The injury to his offi- 
cer gave Coleman his big chance to 
make good, and no man ever took 
fuller advantage of an opportunity. 
Coleman led like a veteran officer, 


the fight, not their own or their 
companion’s actions, for there is a 
heroic story for every man of the 
thousand or more who entered Bel- 
leau woods. Heroism with our men 
is a matter of opportunity. 

When I left the little forest near 
by, where our men were getting 
their first rest, they were still sing:
